■<Jity Ijubios so ignorant, llo has alway.s 
ihouglil tliat children know inoro than 
most [leoplo think. During the lusi 
three iijoiiths of the school thi.-i year he 
•cxaiiiiiied about 700 chihlroii of the low- 
est grade of the average ii'^t: of Oil year.s 
on the same questions Fi'ofe.ssor Hall 
submitted in Boston. The result shows 
tho intorusting fact that the poreeatage 
of iiitelligunce is muoli greater aniony 
tho schoolchildren here than tlio.se coin- 
ing under Professor llalP.s e.Naiiiiiial i(jii. 
For iiistaiiee, whilu tiie per utiiit. of 
Boston children who know litMe or 
nothing about onliiiary Llnmestic ani- 
mals runs from l!l to MU, the Kaiisa-s 
Uity.per cent, is from lo about OU. Of 
the. lociitioii of the ribs, lungs and 

-Leafl only 10 to 20 per cent, knew any- 
thing in Boston, while here the per 
cent, of thu ignoraiici: was about its small 
aa tho per cent, of knowledge there. In 
Boston ^1 lier cent, didn't know the 
aright from the loft hand, while the ig- 
tsoranou on that subject hero is only 1 

/per cent. Eighteen per cent, were uinit 
■qiiamtcd witii the chijek, but in the 
aggi'essive west only live-tenths of 1 per 
cent, were ignonint of this useful [ler- 
tion of the anatomy. In Boston 71 jier 
cent, did not know what season <if ilie 
year it was, while in Kan.sus City mily 
81 per cent, were in such a condition of 
ignorance. 

The examination 'was made on about 
eighty dilferoiit lojjies, all of wliieli wiMO 
concoruing things eon.sluntly met with 
in everyday life, and unly iti three iii-

Wo have been hariiig a little private 
sensation of our own hci-e at llott^l \'en- 
dome. I beliovo tho iniil-siuuim r daya 
are the accepted sea-son for these legends, 
and this will give yuu a variation from 
the aiuuial sea-serpent. This little sen- 
sation of ours is a ,Ia[i;uie.secrrstal. Hu 
who 1ms not looked into its depths liaa 
yet one sen.^atioii of life, at lea>t, rfr 
serve, and if In? be curious in I he tricki 
and ti-anees of demoiiology, he has yet 
soiiietliing to live for. Tlu> Jajianeso 
crystal is not cdiiiiiion. It is cut in tlio 
round, oval and egg shape, and varies 
ill its size. Tlio egg shape is lii^hl to b« 
tho best for ("xperiini'iit, and it 
must be wrapped, or rather held, in a 
piece of black eloth iso that only tlie side 
upper-most shall he presented totlu! eye. 
Black silk cannot be used as it is a iion- 
eoiiiliictor, but black woolen of auy 
kind will serve the purpose. Tlie Jap- 
anese crystal is said to serve as a mirror 
(if the spiritual lighl in the hands of one 
who ha.s the mciliiiinisiir toinporiiineiit. 
Faces of tho.se long since passed heycmtl 
the shadoM'y portals of the silent land, 

scones that are recordctl in tlie 1 k of 

fate to be somutiine enacted; the faces 
of people st'll jjnmab who will have to 
do with our lives. .-Ml lhe.se, and more, 
an; said to bo revealed in this stone, to 
hiui who has the U-aipci-aiii(!Ut through 
wldch its revelations may come. 

.-V party of people was gniiiiied last 
evening iu a jiarlor on the liflh lloor of 
Hotel Yendoiiie, so Idgli that no lo- 
tlectioDS from the street were pussilile, 
and it was sug.gested (hat the .lapaiiese 
i rystal be e.^ciuii iiiei I. In the hand.s of 
oni- of llie [lafl Y eiirioiis visioii.s :i]i|ieared 
in it. The lady lioldiiig il had ehauccil 
never to Inive seen the stone hefore, ami 
she looked iiiercduluiisly as a fnco ap- 
]»oarcd t(j her in it. Tho lirst picture 
was hor own fiiee ta natural reflection, 
she thouglit, a.s she was looking into in, 

a .itninger whom she h;ul iii-vef seen, 
and, as has been said, ihe In iLclit of the 
room from tho si reft uiierly prechideil 
thu possibility of a rcllci l mu linni wilh- 
out, and as she sal w\[U lier back lo the 
window tlicre was I he same inipos-sibility 
for any one or any picture in the room 
to be" rcticcted " Ihi're. Tlii'se twii 
pietnres wore siice(.'i>ded by thuse of 
strangei's to the gazer, Inil wlien dc 
scribed wero reedgiii/'.ed by others in tho 
room and vcritictl by pliutographs to the 
Uidy who saw lirst these uiikntiwn faces 
in the stone. 

Then came a series of iiictures. -There 
was a suspoiisioii bridge over ii great 
river, ;in(l uppariMilly an accident lo a 
train; tliis vanished, and there agtdli 
appeared the liridge with luiiniKTs of 
people seeming to eliinb t he trestle work, 
ius if lo escape froai drowning in the 
wati!r I)elow; tind-with this a profound 
impression that tho scene was some 
months distant in the fiitiiru. Space 
would fail to relate the various tiibleau.x 
that appeared III tliat stone, and many 
of the most singular cin iuiistanees and 
coincidences autl n;late(l a.s.soe-iations can 
not be narrated. Among other faces 
appeared that of Kmerson by the side of 
a btwiutiful young woman, wboin no one 
ill the riiDiii could rei-ogu i/e. Thr |ii-()p- 
erties of the Japaiie.se crystal are vci'v 
singular, and in Ihe h.'uul.s of suuie pi-r- 
suns even e.xtraordiii.ary.

CREMATION ON THE COLORADO. 

lutureNtlnK Aoeoiiiit Uivoii by an Ene- 
IInIi iTIuicuzlne. 

[I'lill Mall Ouzetto.] 

Here is an account of a cremation 
aniiuig the North American Indians, the 
t ociipa tribe, on the Coloi'ado river: A 
short liislanuo from the collection of 
thatched huts which composed the vil- 
lago a shallow ditch had been dug in the 
desert, in which wero laid logs of the 
iiiesiiuite, hard and dense Wood, which 
makes, as all western oampaigners know, 
a very hot tire with little llamc or smoke. 
After a short thno tho body was brought 
from the village, surrounded by the 
family and other iuhatiitants, anil laid 
on the logs in Ihe trench. The rt^latives, 
as usual witli Indians, had their 
faces disligured with black paint, and 
Ihe females, lus is the custom with other 
.•<a\ ages, made very loud exolnimitions of 
grief, mingled with what might bo snp- 
|i()sed lo ijc funeral songs. Smaller 
f.-iguls were then plaei'd on top, a few 
|iersoiial ed'ects of tho dead man added, 
and lire ajiplic^d. 

.\fter a time a dense mass of dark- 
colored smoke arose, and the burning of 
the body, which was much emaciated, 
|irocceded rapidly. 1 (.says the cyo- 
wit iiess) liegan to ho rather tired of the 
speclacle; and was about to go away, 
when one uf the Indians, iu a few words 
of .Spanish, told me to reiuairi, as there 
was something yet to be seen. An old 
iiiaii tliciLiidvanced from llio as.sembhige 
v illi a long pointed stick in his hand, 
liomg near to tho burning body he ro- 
inoved the eyes, holding them succes- 
sively in I he direct ion of the sun, with 
his fiK'e turned toward tliat luminary, 
rcpeatini,' at ilie same time siuiit^ wiu'ds 
which 1 iinder.stood from inir guide were 
u prayer for the happiness of tlio soul of 
the deceased. After this more fagots 
wore heaped on the flro, which was kept 
up for perhaps three or four hours 
IdiigcT. 1 did not remain, as there wius 
ni ithing more of interest, but 1 learned 
on iii(|uiry that after tho fire was 
huriicd out it was tho custom to collect 
the fragments of bone which remained 
and put them in a terra-cotla vaae, 
wliicli was kept up under tho care of the 

family. 

Chlorororni Tor Cliolora. 
[Gen. Jonlon of Tlie Miiiinv; Record 1 

A tablespoouflil uf eliloiMl'orni in about 
four times as much water is an infalli- 
blu euro for cholera. A doetor who had 
lived in iilobile, Ala., and hud great sue- 
ccsa in curing pooplo during a cholera 
H]iidemic there, told me about it. Wlion, 
in the t'ubiau revolution, 1 went lo 
Cuba to help organize the insurgent 
army, I had a eliauce to try the remedy, 
for a cholera epidemic broke out among 
the troops. My lirst experiment was on 
u negro who was iu tho last stages. It 
cured him and hundreds after him. 
When we marched tho oflieers carried 
bottles of chloroform, imd if a man fell 
out, sick with cholera, the remedy wa.s 
applied and ho was ablo to resume his 
place. 1 have seen men lying on the 
roadside in a stale of eollaijsi;, almost 
dead. An ullieiti- would ride up, dis- 
mount and apply thp remedy, and be- 
fore the column had passed the man 
would be in the ranks again. 

Loii;;-'I\ilIed IlouMt4irM, 

[.San Franeisi'o Cliroiiii^lu. ] 
By the steamship City of Tokio there 
arrived at San Francisco from t'liiiia 
fourteen coops of fancy chickens for tho 
/.oological gardens at London. These 
fowls have been iirocnred at great ex- 
pense, and come of strains of great an- 
li(|iiit,y, some of them, it is cliumed, 
having been in the family of a mandarin 
in eentrid China for over UOO years, 
and none of them have ever been sold 
hefore. They cost if7rt apiece. The birds 
vary in size and color, but the most 
striking feature is the length of the tail 
fiial her of the cocks, some of them liiMiig 
eight feet long. These feathers are folded 
ill a roll and wrajiped with ribbon to pre- 
vent injury while en route. 



To ITIako ConI Gun, 

[Philadelphia Call.] 
The prcjiaration of coal ga.s may bo ef- 
feclod in miniature by nieniis of a com- 
inoa "long clay" tobacco pijie. Tbo 
buvvl must bo nearly filled with coarsely- 
powdered coal, and must be sealed up 
with a cover of moist clay. When tbo 
clay has siiHiciontly dricHl, the bowl must 
be cxijosed to a red heat in an ordinary 
lire-grale. The gas, with a f|uiinlity of 
siiiiike, will soon be generated and can 
be lighted at the nioul li-iiieee of till! pipe. 
The residue loft in the now red-hot bowd 
of the pipe is a linup of nearly pure car- 
bon in the form of coke.

A iiunihur of new means have beeu adopted 
within tha pant year (or the entertaiumout 
of young people, but none of an uiiihinom- 
inational or exclusive character (or young 
men. Tho Cathedral Institute will no 
doubt bo productive' o( good results, l)ut 
there is tho objection o( the exchisiveness 
of it. In nluiost pverv city and toM'u of auy 
iniportiinct in the fnUed States und Cimadu 
there la a branch of a society known as tho 
Youug Men's Christian Association, an in- 
stitutiou which has probably been produc- 
tive of more good than any individual 
dououiuatiou on tho continent, while acting 
in hitrmony with and beuetiting them nil. 
Each brunch has u reading room and 
library, with a paid general Rocrotary, 
whose duty it is tu receive young men who 
como to the city, direct thoui to boarding 
houses, and generally to extend to them 
advice and welcome. During thi! past sum- 
mer hundreds of young men have come to 
our city unaecjuaiuted with auy one hero 
»nd wthout meims of becoming so. They 
have no place to spend their spare time, and 
as a result uro forced to pass it in places 
■where probably thoy never before had en- 
tered, and which nniy nltiinatoly prove 
their destruction. Such an institution as 
the above would have a eounteracting in- 
fluence, and if a suite o( rooms were fur- 
nished and ui.ade briglit and attractive, so 
that any young nnin who wished coulil drop 
in and spend a iiloasant hour, and be | 
thrown among good intlHences, the bonelit 1 
would bo incalculalde. Our churches have j 
no committees for tho welcoming of stran- 
gers, and there is no other way that this eun 
be so well done as by an association of. 
young men under tho sway of no particular i 
denomination; and, as tho name implies, it I 
is their particular work. Weekly entertain- 
ments could be given, and lectures (Ui ! 
various subjects of interest by (jur local 
literary men, and things madt^ t'o attractive j 
generally that (uir youug men would delight 
to fre<piont such a place. An association 
of this nature has beeu in operation in 
Seattle duniiL' the past six years, ami j-es- | 
terday'a Chronicle ccjutaius a suunuary of i 
the work douu by it. • A very gratifying re- '.

'THE PLANET SATURN. 

This year and tho succeeding one as- 
trononiors intend to devote specially to 
the study of the planet Saturn. It is now 
approaching h rolutivu position to tlie 
earth which it will not again occupy till 
the prcRont geiiorutioii of aatroiioinor.i has 
given place to the siiccoodiiig one, and 
thoy are therefore preparing to study witli 
the greatest attention the phenomena 
which distinguish this planet. Tho finest 
views will bo obtained in northern lati- 
tudes, for during this time the planet 
reaches his norlliern declination, passes 
his perihelion and his rings are o])on to 
their widest extent. The comiioaitiiui of 
Saturn's rings has always boon a probloiii 
of profound interest to scientifiu niou. 
They wore at first supposed to be .solid 
but an objection to this was that tlu: at 
traction of gravitati(.)n would preciijitatc 
them upon tlio planet. Even now there 
are some astronomer.i who believe that 
these linys aro gradually approaching 
nearer and nearer to the planet, and will 
finally plunge Into it. A second theory 
was that the rings were blind. But tho 
generally uceoptod theory is that thoy con- 
sist of a cloud of satellites too annill to be 
separated by even the most powerful 
microscope. Tho ring^ consiist of two 
parts of bright rings, one within the 
other, while within tho inner one is a 
dusky ring supposed to be partly trans 
parent. One new discovery is Bui>|joseil 
to have been made already. The Me3srn. 
Henry of the I'aris observatory think 
they have diauovored another small bright 
ring on the outer border of the outer 
ring. It is thought that great, changes 
are taking place in these bel ts of Saturn, 
and important discoveries muy be e.Npect- 
od during this ti.iio of unusually fa\ ur.ible 
circumstunces.

No little eseitenieut has beeu caused in 
France by tho news that a successful e.x- 
periment in ballpon-stecring was performed 
at Mendoii, uear Paris, on the Uth of 
Angnat^B date which M. Herve jUangon, 
in reporting the experiment to the Academy 
of Sciences on Tuesday declared " will re- 
main ever memorable in tho annuals of dis- 
covery." We are unable to judge the im- 
I)ortance of the alleged iuvrntion, f(U- its 
imthors are the two military ollicors in com- 
mand of the Uovernnuuit .Verostatic \V(U'ks, 
V hich were iih'tit;.-tcd nuiter M. Ciambetta's 
auspices, and tho techniul secrets of their 
coutriyance have, of course, been discloseil 
to tho "War Ollice only. .Vs idreiuly rc port- 
ed, the experiment was tried in -alni 
weather and with a balloon of elliptical 
form, which carriud an electric motor, a 
screw, and a rudder. The motor is said to 
bo composed of accumulators ■which can 
supply during four hours a power of ten 
horses, and they are moved by the screw 
which serves as proiieller to the uiiparatiis 
Till' balloon was made of light, strong silk, 
ami was covered as us\ial with a netting, 
to which till' car was suspended. Ml llie 
Jiropelling lueehanism was contained witliin 
the car, tho ruchler alone projecting outsid.- 
like that of a bout. The car wiis mouiO, il 
hy Captain lienard. Director of the lialloon 
Works, and, by his assistaul Captain Krobs, 
both engineer olUeers. On being released 
from tho earth tho balloon at once niso to a 
height of abotlt 180ft., and, urged by a 
swift rotatory movement of tho screw, made 
11 straight ; coorso for the Henuitngo of 
Villebon, about seven miles distant as the 
iTow flies. wind was moving against it 
at a speed of 18ft. a second Captain 
Uenard worked the propeller, Cajitain Krebs 
steered. Villebon has been lixed upon as 
the goal of the journey, and when tlii>i iilaee 
was reached Captain Krebs waved a tlag as 
a signal that he was going to turn. The 
spectators, who were a party of oHie, rs with 
some passors-by attracted by the sight of 
the balloon, were thon "amaxod and ile- 
lightod to see the balloon gracefully des- 
cribe a curve of 300 metres radius and sail 
back to ileiulon." On approaching tho 
lawn from which the ascent had been iiiadi'. 
the balloon descended in an oblicpie direc- 
tion and with a steady motion, showing 
that the engine was comph'tely under 
Captain Heuartl's ccuitrol. When within 'id 
feet of the ground the machine was i-asnl, 
reversrd, slopped, and a rope l). ing thrown 
nut from the ear, the balloon was hauled 
gently down and touched e.irlli withcuit lln' 
slightest shock. Tho whide journey had 
occupied about -10 minutes. 

If tho experiinoiit mado at Meudon 
should prove to bo a goiiuiuo success, the 
creilit of the new discovery, which opens 
up an oiulloss vista of possibilitio.i to the 
iiniigiiiatioii, will rest with M. (himbolta, 
whoso ftiith in the future of aerial naviga 
tiun could never bo quoiicheil. It was ho, 
who, when president of the Budget com 
mission in 187H, persuaded the ChanibiTs 
[lermanoiitly to endow the Miuidou lial- 
loon works, which li;ol heeii i ii.-.t it ut ed for 
occasional oxporiinents, aftiu- the I'ranoi 
(ierinan war. lialloons were used for 
military o])eratiiuis in Franco so early ;is 
tho Imttlo of FIcurua, in 17'.M. On this 
occHsioii the l''reiicli employed them to 
w.ilcli the iiiovonioiils of the oiioniy. The 
bailoons mnt out from Paris doing tho 
seiiii) of 18701 served only to keep the 
capital in communication witii (lie pro 
vinces; RI. Uainbolta, who was ('arricd 
safely towards 'I'oura in one of them, and 
who was able thereby to in^gaiii/.e the iN'a 
lional Defence, riniMined iinsh:ikeahle in 
the epiiiiiui thai llio .secret of balhioii- 
steoriiig wcjuld be discovered if only ,i suf 
licieiit sum of uionoy was liestowed on- 
gnulgingly on oxporiinents. After the war 
nil .'Veruiiautical comniission under iM, 
Unpuy do Lome was appointed. This 
ilistinguisluHl engineer Iiiul been director 
of the AerLiiiautical department duiing 
the aioge, and we muat ronieinber thai 
in 1871 he described to tho Academy of 
Scionces a steorable balloon which was 
said at tho time to ^bo as marvelloUH an 
invention as th:it just mado by Captains 
Uoiiard and Krid)s. lint, when put to 
serinus teals tiiis invention was souii found 
to be useleas, am! sinul.ir failures atti-nd- 
ed uiachinua auLiaoipiontly tried by MM. 
OifTard and Tissandior. It aeemod as if 
soino of the balloons were aloerable because 
thoy got into alniMMpluu-ic currents going 
ill the direction where tlioir rmlders 
steered. The currents which prevail near 
the earth's surfneo allbrd no sign as to the 
direction of those in tho higher strata of 
the almosphoro, and it more than once 
liappeiied that a balloon rising in its first 
tliyht above tho course of a contrary wind 
appeared to obey the [)ropulsion of the 
rudder, because it had got suddenly into 
a current flowing in a different direction. 
The govornineiii, ended hy losing its in- 
terest in experiments which, afterso often 
being proclaimed aa successful, ended in 
disiip|iointinont: and nolhing but iM . 
Oamhetta's sheer pertinacity wrung from 
the ohamber of deputies the grants re- 
quisite for carrying on such expiu'iinenta 
indefinitely. Gapt. Ronard, the director 
of the Muudon Works, has devoted most 
of his life to ballooning, and tho French 
goveriiiiient have certainly treated him 
very well in placing sjiaco, nnuiey and 
Hoieiititiu appliances of all aorta at his dis- 
posal without stint. He has been assiatod 
throughout his labors by a picked stall' 
from tho corps of engineers.

This, however, did 
not prevent her turning the hot-water faucet 
with her teeth. Lying down in the tub sho 
placed herself directly bciicatli the scalding 
stream and allowed it to run into her 
iiioiitli. When her ubseuce was discovered 
search was made, aud she was foniul in the 
bath-tub dead, and her liesh cooked! 

The deceased, 23 years ago, was tho 
belle of Olyiupia. Her parents were of the 
highest respectability. When quite a young 
girl she married Jared Uurd, u civil on- 
giueor, with brilliant prospects, lie 
afterwards joined tho railway exploring 
Btatt' of the Douiiuion Government in 
British Columbia and died. His widow 
then entered the service of the II. S. Cus- 
toms Department as female detective. A 
few yearii ago she niartied a Mi'. Jacobs, 
and resided cm I'uget Sound until a few 
weelis ago, when she was conmiitteil to tho 
asylum as violently insane, ller end under 
such ahockiug circumstaueoH will striko her 
former friuuds with a thrill of horror.

A PARTHIBaD'S STORY.

You know tliiil i)art ridges ^'o in covics 
and build thuir ni'.sts tuu'ethiT in tliu 
hollow of thu furrows, sd iluil iliey c;iu 
riso atthu luasl alarni. scalti'i-ed iuilij,'lit 
like grnin from the hiind of the sowor. 
Our own cotnpnny ia numerous mid i^-.iy, 
eatablislicd on a plain at the edge of a 
largo wood, with good jjiukings luid lino 
covons on both sidu.s. 'I'liiis, siiico 1 tirst 
know how to wi'U fuathL'ic'd, woU 
fed, I fc.'id my life a liappy one. 
Novorthi'less, oni' thiuLC dislurln'il iiiu a 
little. It was tliis famous opening of 
the hunting season, of wiiicli our 
[mothers begun to talk softly among 
themselves. One old member of our 
compuny lUways said to me at such 
times: 

"Huve no fear, Kouget," — thoy call 
mo Kouget on account of my beak and 
claws, the color of service berries — 
"have no fear, Kouget, I will take you 
with mo on the opening day, and 1 am 
sure that nothing will happiiu to you." 

This is an old coek, very cunning and 
still active, although ho already has a 
horsoslioo iiiarki;d on liL^ brua.-it, and 
whito feathers here and there. While 
still young he received a shot in liis 
wing, and as that niado him a little 
heavy he looks twice boforo flying, takes 
his time and always comos safely 
through. He often took me with him 
as far as the entrance to the woods. 
There stands a curious litlli^ iu)use 
nestled among llm chestnut trees, silent 
as an empty keinicl and always closed. 

"Look carefidly at this "house, litllc 
one," the old fellow saiii to me; "'when 
you see smoke rising from the roof and 
the door and the shutters open, things 
will be gtjing iiadly lor us." 

And 1 had c(uilitlenee in him, knowing 
well that this was not Ids first season. 

In fact, the nc.\l morning at break of 
day, I heard some one calling softly in 
the furrow: "Kouget, KdUgetl" 

It was the old cock. His eyes were 
wonderful to behold. 
. "Oomo (juickly," said, "and do ns 1 
do." 

I followed him, half nsle(>p, running 
between theelods of earth williout Hying, 
ahnost without jumping, like a mouse. 
Wo wont toward the wood, and 1 saw in 
passing that smoko came from the chim- 
ney of the little house, the windows were 
open to tlio day, and before the wide 
open door wi>re huntsmen. luady 
equipped, Hiirrounded by leaping ddgs. 
As we passed one of the liuntsnien cried: 

"Lot us try the lield this nioriung; wo 
will go to the woods after breakfast." 

Then I understood why my old com- 
panion took us tirst to the fore.st. 
Noverthele.ss, my heart l)eat, above all, 
when 1 thought of our pooi- friends. 

Suildenly, .just as we ruacbud the edge 
of the wood, we saw the dogs running in 
our ilirection. 

"Lie down, lie down," said the old fel- 
low, crouching. 

At the wiune time ten paces from us, a 
frightened (juail opened wide his wings 
and his beak, aiul llcw up with a cry of 
terror. 1 heard a fearful noise, and we 
were enveloped bv a strange smelling 
dust, all while and warm, although tlic 
Hun liad scarcely risen. 1 was so fright- 
ened that I could run no further. 
Luckily, wo had entered the wood. My 
comrade squatted behind a little oak, 1 
placed myself near him, and wo re- 
mained hidden there, looking out be- 
tween the leaves. 

In the lields iher(! was a terrible noise 
of guns. At each report 1 shut my 
eyes, completely stunned; then, when 1 
decided to open tliern, 1 saw the [ilain, 
big and bare, and dogs running, .search- 
ing in the blades of grass, in iht^ little 
bundh'S of grain, turiiingon their tracks 
like mad creatures. Beliind them the 
huntsnion swore, shouted; the gun> 
shone in the sun. At one moment, in a 
little cloud of smoke, I thought 1 saw, 
talthongh there was no tree near, some- 
limg lly like falling leaves. Liut the 
old cock told nie it was feathers; and, il) 
fact, a hundred paces in front of us :i 
superb gray partridge fell in the furro\v, 
turning up his bloody head. 

When the sun became very hot, very 
high, the shooting suddeidy stojipctl. 
The huntsmen returned toward the little 
house, where could be heard the crack- 
ling of a big (ire of vino branches. They 
chatted together, gun on shoulder, and 
discussed the shots, while their dogs 
came behind them, tired, with lolling 
tongues. 

"They are going to breakfast," said 
my companion, "h't us do like them." 

And we entered a field of buckwheat, 
which is near the wood — a great big 
white and black licld, in flower and in 
grain, with a smell of almonds, lla.nil- 
some pheasants with golden-brow ii 
plumage were feuding there also, lower 
mg their red crests for fear of being 
seen. An! they \vi:re less haughty than 
usual. While eating they asked us for 
news, and if any of llnnr number had 
fallen. During this time the breakfast 
of the huntsmen, at lirst quiet, became 
more and more noisy; wo liuard the 
glasses clink and the corks of the bottles 
fly. My guid(! considered it time to re- 
turn to fihelter. 

At thiit hoiu' the woods seemed asleep. 
The little pools, where the deer came to 
drnik, were troubled by no lapping 
tongue; not the muz/.leof a rabbit in the 
wild thyme of the warren. Hut a mys 
torious trembling was to be felt, as If 
each blade of grass slii'ltered a menanccd 
life. These wild creatures of the forest 
have so many hiding jjlaces — the bur- 
rows, the thickets, the wo<j(l-])il('s, the 
brambles, the ditches — these little wood 
ditches which retain the water so long 
after it litis raine<l. 1 confess that 1 
would have liked to be at the bottom of 
one of these holi's, but 'my companion 
preferred to remain in the open, to liave 
room, to see about him, and to feel tlu^ 
free air before hini. Il wa.s well for ns 
that he did .so, for the liuntsmen came 
into th(! woods. 

Oh! that lirst shot in tlii> forest— that 
shot which lore holes in tbi! leaves like 
an April hail, and si'ored .the bark — 
never shall i forget il. A rahljit inad(! 
oft" cro.sH the road, tearing iij) tufts of 
grass with his extended claws. A sqidr- 
rol ran down a chestnut tree knocking 
olf the green burs. Tlieri; weietW(j or 
three heavy llights of liig pheasants, and 
a tinnnlt among (he branelie.s and the 
dry leaves at the wind of this shot, 
wliieli agitated, awakened, friglitcne<l 
everything that lived in (he wood. The 
field mico ran (o the bottom of their 
holes. A horn-beetle came out of a 
crac(c m tno tree against wtncii 
we were squatting, and rolled 
his big, stupid eye.s, filled with 
terror. And then bliu^ dragon-tlies. 
drones, butlerdies, jjoor inseeis (lying 
wihily from all sid(!s, ev(ui to a little 
beetle with scarliit wings, who placed 
himself close to my beak; but I was too 
frightened myself to take advantage of 
bis. ^ar. 

Tlie old cock remninod calm. Very 
attentive to the barking and the sounds 
of the guns, when they aiiproaclted, he 
made lue a sign, and we went * little 



ana well hidden by lh(! roliagc. ^'ev'e^- 
theless, I thought at one time we went 
lost. The path which v,o had to cross 
was guarded at each end by a sportsnian 
in ambuih. On one'.aide was a big jolly 
fellow with black whiskers, whd'made a 
whole arsenal jingle at each movement, 
hunting-knife, caririd.ge-box, powder 
flask, without counting gaiters buckled 
to the knee, which made him look still 
taller; at the other end a little old man 
leaned against the tree, smoked his pipe 
tranquilly, winking hia oyes as if sleep- 
ing. Of the latter I was not afraid; 
but the big fellow beyond. 

"You know nothing, Koiigot, " said 
my comrade laughing; and fearlessly, 
with his wings spred out, lie How almost, 
against the legs of the terrible whiskered 
huntsman. 

And tho truth is that the poor man 
was so entangled in all his huiriing ap- 
parel, so occupied in udiuiriiig himself 
t'ri>m head to foot, tliat when he got his 
gun to his shoulder wo were already out 
of shot.

1 have still before my eyes all the places 
which we pa.s.sed; the warren pink with 
heather, full of burrows at the foot of 
yellow trees, with a green curtain of 
oaks, whore 1 seemed to see death liiddon 
everywhere; the little green ptith where 
my mother partridge had so many times 
taken her brood to walk in the .May .sun, 
when! we all hopped about, pocking at 
the red ants which swarmed on our 
claws, whore wo met conceited little 
Ijheasants, hcJivy as chickens, that would 
not jilay with us. 

1 saw it as in a dnsim, my iillh" p;itli- 
way just :is a hiiKl ci-o.>.-eil it. liigh on 
her slender hoofs, bor gri'at eyes wide 
open :ui(l ready for a leap. Then the 
pool when' they go in parties of llfteeii 
or thirty, all of the same cover, rising 
together from the plain to drink water 
from the spring and splatter about tin; 
little drops which mil over tlieii' lu.s- 
trous plumes. In llu' midst of i his pool 
there was a clump of busby alders; it 
was on tiiis islet that we took i-ofugo. 
The dogs would have iice(ii (l a famous 
nose U seek us (here. We had been 
there for a moment when a roe-luick ar- 
rived, dragging liiniself on (href ('ec( 
anil leaving a red track on the mu.->ses 
behind him. It was so sad to see I hat 1 
hid my head under tlie leaves, but I 
heard the wounded animal drink at tho 
pool, i>anting, burning with fever. 

The day (le.cline<l. Tlu! rt^ports of the 
guns were more dislnnl . bec;iiiie ran^-. 
Then all was still. It was tiiiished. We 
returned sluwly towaril t hi' phmi tu get 
news of our compiiiuons. I'a.^sing the 
little house in the woods I saw some- 
thing horrible. 

On the edge of a ditch hares with red 
fur and little gray rabbits with white 
(ails lay side by side. Here were little 
paws joineil by death, which looked as if 
begging for mercy, aiul closed eyes 
which seemed to weep; then red part 
ridges, grey jjartridges, whieli liud the 
horseshoe like my comrade, and young 
ones of this year's brood, which, liki; ino 
still had down under their fi'athers. lio 
you know anything sadder t hail a di-ad 
birdf Wings are .so rail of lile! To .see 
them folded and cold makes one shud- 
der. A greiU, deer, stately and still, 
appeared asleep, his litt le pink tongue 
hanging out of his mouth as if to lap 
once more. 

And the huntsmen were, lient over 
this slaughter, counting and drawiiig 
toward their game-bag.s the |j|ood\- paws, 
the mangled wings, careless of ail thi-se 
fresh-made wound.s. The dogs, coupled 
for the journey, wrinkled their lips and 
pointed, us if making ready to throw 
themselves anew into the iinderhnisli. 

(111! while the great sun sank and they 
all departed, weary, t lieir slmdi iws gicjw 
ing long over the hillorks t>i earth, ami 
the pathways damp with ovonillg dew, 
how 1 detested them, men and beasts, 
the whole troop! Neither my eiimpaiiion 
nor I had courage to throw, as usual a 
little farewell note to this day as it 
ended. 

On our way we met uufortumite little 
creatures, struck by a chance shot, and 
lying t here, aliandoiied to the ants and 
tiehl-rniec, their uuizxles full of dust; 
magpies, swallows, lightning struck in 
their flight, lying on their backs and 
stretching thi;ir little stiff claws toward 
the night, which descended cpiiekly, as it 
always docs in tlu' aiuumii, clour, cold 
and damp. Hut the most grievous of all 
w:is til hear, along the wiiodside, at tlio 
edge of the mea'duw anil i)el(iw in the 
willow thickets by the rivt'r, aiiiimis,
